GAY advised that RALPH F. "WINTE reports directly 
to him and as such WINTE 's title is Director of Internal 
Systems and Service Audit. GAY states that WINTE 's 
responsibilities are to maintain hotel and casino security 
in the Las Vegas, Nevada, enterprises.
